Level 2 evacuations. Firing operations
continue across seven areas. Increased
activity on the Smith fire; potential
impact to residences.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations (assessing
evacuation levels today). Mop up the
north flank. Planning TOC to local unit
on 8/28.
